Church History 



Pioneer settlements were established in the district in the years 
immediately before and after 1880. Salisbury to the north-west 
and Rose Ridge to the north-east were the nearest communities. The 
missionaries who followed early settlement at first made only oc¬ 
casional and brief visits, as they had large fields to cover, and many 
scattered settlements to serve; but on the arrival o : f each missionary, 
the call went out, and the people of the community gathered in com¬ 
mon fellowship and worship. 

The Methodist Church settled Rev. A. R. Aldridge in Arden 
in 1887. and the Presbyterians in 1893 built S’t, Andrew’s Church, 
which was opened on October 22nd. Rev. Dang was the first 
settled minister. Each of these congregations grew strong in sue- 
'eeeding years, and each became a part of the United QhjUrch of 
Canada on June 10th, 1925. In the summer of 1927 the two con¬ 
gregations merged in St. Andrew’s United Church, with the former 
Methodist Church building being dissembled and being rebuilt as 
the United Church annex. The larger church building gives ample 
accommodation for the larger Church, patriotic and community 
gatherings bringing together the people in the pure worship and 
common fellowship as in days of yore.
